A number of years ago I was sent to 
Robert Koch Hospital when it had the 
reputation of being a good place to go 
to die. Soon after, the late Dr. Joseph 
F. Bredeck was sent there to make a 
survey of conditions. I heard him called 
“a young upstart” by the administration 
then in office at that hospital. 

It was Dr. Bredeck, however, who was 
responsible for putting Koch Hospital 
on a scientific basis. This reorganiza- 
tion brought about many, many recov- 
eries from active tuberculosis, some- 
thing almost unknown at Koch before 
Dr. Bredeck’s appointment as Tuber- 
culosis Controller. 

After leaving Koch, .Dr. Bredeck was 
my physician until he gave up his pri- 
vate practice. I found him kind, honest 
and ‘straightforward, a man who had 
the courage of his convictions. I felt 
quite sure when he took public office 
that no amount of pressure would ever 
compromise Dr. Bredeck or the admin- 
istration of what he believed was best 
for the public’s health. 2 

Just a weék ago I felt impelled to 
write Dr. Bredeck a letter of apprecie- 
tion for his conscientious and untiring 
efforts as Health Commissioner to make 
the City of St. Louis a healthier place 
in which to live. I shall always regret 
that I did not do so.

ing again still holds true. But it is equally true 
that, after a certain nuiiber of efforts, optimism 
begins to come hard. There ig a more contem- 
porary saying to the effect that “this is where 
we came in.” : 7: 

So the adoption in Paris of New Zealand's 
proposal that at least another year be spent in 
seeking agreement on atomic energy is less 
warmly greeted than it might be. The Russians 
have pushed so many boulders onto the track in 
the past that it is‘rather difficult to believe that 
they will not continue to do so in the next 12 
months. Still, a year of grace is a year of grace. 

Warren Austin, chief United States delegate 
to the United Nations, displayed statesmanship 
in reversing his demand for an end to the talks 
about the A-bomb. The representatives of the 
other Western powers did so in backing him up. 
At least, this deprives the Soviet propagandists 
of the argument that it was the Americans 
who barred the way to understanding. 

As for the Russian argument that a fresh start 
should be made in discussing the bomb: What 
The members of the 
U.N. commission can throw away their records, 
but memories cannot be empticd so easily. 
Arguments made and positions taken will be 
remembered. They cannot be wiped out. But 
with good will—especially in the Kremlin—they 
can be reversed. 

Already many commentators are saying that 
the Communist diplomats are not really inter- 


* ested in reaching an understanding, that they 


are only stalling for time. Well, time can be as 
valuable to the West as to the East. As the 
British weekly, Time and Tide, suggests, the 
prolongation of discussion provides a “breathing 
space” in which “it will be possible to go ahead 
with the organization of Western Europe and 
the creation of a strong scheme of joint de- 
fense.” During the next year, the effects of the 
Marshall plan on European reconstruction will 
become increasingly apparent. The. Continent 
will look ‘less and less like an easily occupied 
shambles. Realistic Russians will not miss these 
points. 

So there is- ground for hoping that the con- 
tinuation of the atomic discussions is not in- 
evitably doomed to degenerate into a filibuster. 
It is unfortunately true that the politicians—and 
sometimes the people, too, we fear—are prone 
to forget what a terrible menace the atomic 
bomb really is. Perhaps it is hard to keep the 


imagination screwed up to the point at which it. 


can contemplate the destruction of a‘ civilization. 
But in this game, the stakes may well be that 
high. 

That this has not been quite forgotten is in- 
dicated by the vote of 47-0 in favor of continuing 
the atomic energy discussions. Perhaps that 
vote was dictated by the fear of failure. Per- 
haps it represents faith and confidence in mod- 
ern man's ability to resolve this over-riding issue 
by intelligence rather than a suicidal resort to 
arms. 

To lean on a truism just once more, hope does

In Neighborhood Bar

T SEEMS obvious that television is here to 
| stay: what were concerned about is the 

saloon. Television is doing something to it, 
but just what it is doing is a little hard to 
determine, 

We to this conclusion Thursday night 
while ding around in a South Side tavern, 
a sort of neighborhood gin mill, watching the 
Veiled Prophet Ball.

EDDIE'S PLACE is no modernistic bar and 
grill. It has an old-fashioned, heavy, dark wooden 
bar.

Along 
the opposite wall from the bar is the ustal row 
of dark wooden booths, and tables fill the space 
in the middle. Standing near the front door is 
a battered old upright piano. The only thing 
modern in Eddie’s Place is the television set. 
It is on a high shelf above the bar at the back 
of the room, sitting sort of kitty-cornered so 
that it can be seen from almost‘any spot. 

When we got to Eddie’s Place, it was already 
filled. The audience numbered 52. All the bar 
stools and chairs and booths were taken, so we 
had to join a dozen or so who were standing 
around the room, in spots where they 
wouldn’t obscure the vision of those who had 
seats, Obviously several groups had gotten up a 
party to attend the ball. Near the front door, 
two tables had been drawn together and were 
surrounded by a party of eight middle-aged men 
and women. Except for a couple of women, the 
bar stools were occupied by men. They didn’t 
appear to have come in a party. Two other 
tables were taken by what appeared to be orga- 
nized parties of four and six. The rest of the 
crowd was composed of couples and stags.

THE PEOPLE weren't well-dressed. Neither, 
sive for a couple of rather seedy-looking gents 
at the bar, were they poorly dressed. The affair 
was under way when we arrived. We found a 
spot at the bar and immediately cocked an ear 
for a colorful comment. That’s where we got our 
surprise. 

There wasn’t a sound to be heard. Oh, now 
and then a comment in unGertone, spoken too 
low for us to hear. But the general effect was 
of a group of people watching an aerial act at 
the circus. Every head was turned up, every eye 
was on the screen, and about half the mouths 
were standing cpen. 

When the camera fanned around behind a 
group of women in evening dresses, one of the 
seedy-looking gents at the bar grinned broadly 
and said: “Boy, what a bunch of barebacks!”

DURING more or less dull moments”’of the 
broadcast, some of the groups fell into conversa- 
tion. We sidled over to one table to hear what 
they might be saying about the show. They were 
remarking about the rain which was pouring 
down outside. We sidled to another table, They 
were talking about a picnic they had been to 
recently. When things picked up on the screen, 
conversation ceased. 

Tha‘. great moment arrived when the name of 
the new queen was announced, She made her 
entrance. A sort of crooning “ah-h-h!” arose 
from: the throats of most of the women. The 
men remained stonily silent, except for the seedy 
looking gent at the bar. He grunted.
